CHAPTER 25.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Subsection (1) of section 59.74 of the statutes is
amended to read: (59.74) (1) The county board of each
county containing two hundred thousand or more population,
according to the last state or United States census, shall annu-
ally designate two or more, and in other counties * ® * {he
county board, or when the occasion arises and the county board
is not in session, then the committee provided for by subsection
(3) of this section, shall designate one or more, banks, banking
institutions or trust companies organized and doing business
under the Wisconsin or United States laws, located in Wisconsin,
as county depositories.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
